In all of these counties a hard fight 
against the weevil was put up. Just how effective it was 
is a mooted question, since the weather played an im­ 
portant part .

Indian Race Not 
Dying Out Claims 
U. S. Commissioner 


(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. —The 
Indian race i3 not a dying one. E. 
B. Merritt, Assistant Indian Com­ 
missioner, says the 340,817 Indians 
now in the United States represent 
an increase of approximately 13,- 
500 over the unmber ten years ago. 
The increase has been benight 
about, the assistant commissioner 
says, by improved housing condi­ 
tions and increased hospital 
and 
medical facilities. There are 78 hos­ 
pitals 
at the Indian reservations 
and schools, and there are employ­ 
ed in the Indian Service 150 phy­ 
sicians, 81 nurses and 70 field ma- 
trolls, the latter visiting the homes 
of Indians to improve living con­ 
ditions. 
“We are educating in our Indian 
schools and in the .public schools of 
the country 60,000 Indian children,” 
Mr. Merritt says, “and are asking 
for increased appropriations with a 
view of ultimately placing every In­ 
dian child of school age in school, 
on the theory that education, in­ 
dustry and sanitary living conditions 
are the solutions of the Indian prob­ 
lem.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 23. — 
Germany leads the world in literacy, 
according to a statem ent today by 
Garland W. Powell, national director 
of the Americanism Commission of 
the American Legion, based upon 
estim ates of the 1920 census. The 
United States is eleventh on the lit­ 
eracy list of leading nations, Mr. 
Powell said. 
Countries which have fewer illiter­ 
ates than Am erica,'accordinqg to Mr. 
Powell, 
are 
Germany, 
Denmark, 
Switzerland, Holland, Finland, Nor­ 
way, Sweden, 
Scotland. 
England, 
W ales and France. ‘‘The 1920 cen­ 
sus showing th at more than five 
million persons, or six percent, of 
the American population, are illit­ 
erate, is too low, because a con­ 
fession of illiteracy to a census tak­ 
er was necessary to enroll the per­ 
son among those who can neither 
read 
nor w rite,” Mr. 
Powell de­ 
clared. ‘‘This made it easy for the 
illiterate to conceal his ignorance, 
since there was no test of literacy.” 
A gain in illiteracy 0f 117,344 in 
twelve states during the period 1910 
|— 1920; was, for the most part, due 
to thpse states having received the 
greatest influx of im m igrants d u r­ 
ing the last decade, according to 
the statem ent. 
j 
“The American Legion is appalled 
at the discovery of America’s low 
standing,” he said. “The correction 
of this deplorable state of aiffairs 
will be one of the forem ost acti­ 
vities of the Americanism Commis­ 
sion.” 
Among th e 'W ist step® which the 
Legion will U S is the holding of 
an AmericanjMR*pation Week, Dec. 
3 to 9, in c flw e , and the under­ 
taking of d w h t for total exclu­ 
sion of im m igration for a period of 
five years, i£*«*was announced. The 
I Legion’s hope is to elim inate illi­ 
teracy by 1927, according to Mr. 
Powell. 
In co-operation with the National 
Education 
association, 
the Legion 
has adapted as its slogan, “ Adopt 
an Illiterate Today,” recommending 
that its members and other patri­ 
otic citizens teach 
im m igrants to 
read and w rite and to make them 
fam iliar 
with 
American 
history, 
! American institutions and system of 
j government. Army draft tests show­ 
ed that out of 1,552,256 persons ex­ 
amined, 24.9 per cent could neither 
read nor write, Mr. Powell declared.

club. 
“The American farm er has been' 
acquainted with only one side of 
the advertising business,” he said. 
“ In the main, he thinks of adver­ 
tising as a more or less tricky de­ 
vice employed by middlemen to sepa­ 
rate him from his money. He prob­ 
ably has somewhat the same opin­ 
ion of advertising as a target has 
of rifle practice. 
“The signs of the times, however, 
are pointing in anotia* directioh. 
Bankers and members of chambers 
of commerce have begun to take 
the farm er in as a business partner. 
They are seeing that they m ust help 
him earn more money, and they are 
beginning to see th a t he needs help 
principally with his m arketing and 
Falling problems. 
“ " th e selling end of the farm er's 
business has been badly and most 
unfortunately neglected. Circum stan­ 
ces are to blame in part, he is to 
blame in part and business men are 
to blame in part. In a certain sense, 
advertising men are much to blame. 
Problem s in m arketing, advertising 
and selling the need solution much 
more than many which have beek 
solved, have been neglected.

This story and the looks 
of the poor boy, without father or 
mother, and trying to make his way 
from Oklahoma City to his Uncle’s 
where he could g0 to school, would 
have deceived the most of us, but 
not our efficient Secretary. 
Mrs. Snead proceeded to get in 
touch with the Provident Society’s 
office in Oklahoma City and had 
them call at the address given by 
the boy and there they learned that

ed to get him away. He will be all 
O. K. now’. I have given to the 
Red Cross for a long time but I 
am paid in full now for all that I 
ever gave.
